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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The reply filed 21 October 2004 has been received and entered. Claims 1-38 are 
pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 8-16, filed 21 October 2004, with respect to the 
rejections of claims 1-38 under 35 U.S.C. §§102(b), 103(a), have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-38 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

4. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's remarks 
filed 21 October 2004 are considered sufficient reasons for allowance.
